It was then 
known as the Ohio and Northwestern 
Railway Co. The C. P. & V. company 
bought the road June 29bh, 1891, and 
agreed to pay indebtedness due from 
it to plaintiff. 


August 20th, 1S90, plaintiff alleges 


that while employed as brakeman on 
the O. & N. W. railway, by the neg- 
ligence of said defendant, "and with- 
out fault on his part, he received in- 
juries by which he was totally cl!<!- 
abled. 


December 1st, 1S90. he brought 


suit against the O. & N. W. Co. and 
April 7th, 1891, got a. judgment for 
SI,500 and costs. This has never been 
.reversed and has never been paid, and 
stands with interest since April 7th, 
1891. In August, 1891, an execution 
was issued and the property of the 
railroad corrpany was levied upon to 
satisfy the judgment and he avers 
that, hiy judgment is the first and 
best lien on the property.
